He 
said the doctor told him to play as much as he wanted and 
advised no special treatment, only to rest as much as possible.

To Batting Races 


NEW YORK—The big-league pennant races 
are not the only things that make baseball. You 
might be surprised how many hamlets, apart 
from big cities, are keeping a close eye upon 
certain well-known diamond leaders, as well 
as home talent who may not be leaders. 

When the 1950 season opened. The three men wedged in the 
public’s eye were Stan Musial, Ted Williams and Joe Di Maggio. 
As they slipped into June they were far apart. Stan Musial was 
batting over .400 while Di Maggio and Williams were well under 
300. The Donora Dynamiter had got off to his greatest season 
while Ted and Joe were all tied up in various slumps. 


Di Maggio had a rocky spell for a while, dropping to .229, 
but he has clubbed his way gradually from this morass. Mean- 
while, his brother Dom was off to a good start. 


Williams was away with a rush until his run-in with Boston 
fans apparently left a few cinders in his batting eye. Ted has 
mauled out 11 home runs to take a big lead in this department and 
was hitting above 380 when the fan controversy seemed to rip 
into his hitting ambition. Williams was the hardest worker at the 
matter of getting base hits anyone knew in the game today. 

There are some who have found the sun in place 
Larry Doby ofthe shadow, One is Latry Doby, the Indian 
star. Back in 1948, Doby was rated as the most promising rookie 
of many seasons. He had a big year. But in 1949, he took a deep 
dip, losing 40 or 50 ts. Was Doby to be another morning glory% 
Doby’s answer is “Not exactly.” 
Doby has been leading the American League most of the 

Spring season. He has also perched himself above .400, only 
a few notches below the National League’s Musial, the human 
machine gun. Deby and Musial have been the two hitting stars 
so far, What about Sam Mele of Washington? Sam was sur- 
rendered to Washington by the Red Sox because of hitting. 
Last week Mele was more than 100 points in front of Ted Wil- 
liams, Boston’s bludgeon boy. ‘These are the things that make 
managers bite hydrants. 

There is another who merits mention—Walter Dropo, the Red 
Sox Carnera man. Dropo was sent to the minors twice for weak 
hitting. Called back in a hurry this Spring to fill a gap at first, 
the Connecticut giant moves out above the .350 circle and matches 
Williams and others in the home-run field. 

Dropo looks to be settled for a long and useful Red Sox life, 
where he might also have been one of the best pro football 
players in the game today. Dropo is right = there with Kell, 
Goodman, Rizzuto and Pesky in the aristocratic brackets,of hitting. 
Things can be quite different for all concerned a month from now,

The dog of course bit him but Parker held 
the animal until help arrived and he could 
be killed. 

Whether or not the dog actually was 
rabid is beside the point. Mr. Farker 
thought so and he acted as he did despite 
that conviction. Moreover, as soon as he 
had disposed of the animal he left the scene 
without bothering to give his name. A call 
to the cab company’s office was necessary 
to identify him. 

In military parlance, Parker’s action 
was beyond the call of duty. We think he 
deserves more than thanks. We suggest 
the proper officials see that he is awarded 
suitable recognition. The parents of 43 
kindergarten youngsters can start the nec- 
essary action.

(Augusta Chronicle) 

With all forms of transportation, except au- 
mobiles, tied up in Atlanta because of a strike 
of transit workers, it was heartening news for 
Augustans to learn that negotiations for a new 
contract for Augusta’s bus drivers are proceeding 
on a friendly basis, and that there is no likeli- 
hood of a stoppage in bus service in this city. 

“This assurance came last week in a _ joint 
statement issued by spokesmen for the Augusta 
Coach Co., which operates the buses, and those 
who speak for the bus drivers. The statement 
sdid that neithtr side had any idea of incon- 
veniencing the public. We can rest assured, then, 
that there will be no strike simiJar to the one 
‘which presently has paralyzed transportation in 
‘Atlanta. 

Uninterrupted transportation is such a vital 
factor in the life of a community that there 
should never be cause for any kind of work 
stoppage which interferes with it. Where dif- 
‘erences arise, regarding wages and hours and 
other matters, they should be resolved on a basis 
-of friendly negotiations and not on a basis of “the- 
‘public-be-damned” as is currently the case in 
‘Atlanta. 

Those in authority who are so adamant that 
they will not give an inch are really digging 
their own graves. The public will not long stand 
for this kind of selfishness and stubbornness

Warren Benefits 
From Liberal Wins 


WASHINGTON—One effect of the decisive 
victories rolled up by liberal candidates in the 
recent Republican primaries of Pennsylvania and 

Oregon is to boost the stock of Governor Earl Warren, of Califor- 
nia, as a GOP presidential contender in 1952. The results in the 
two State primaries were a definite setback to Old Guard-ele- 
ments of the party, whereas the California Governor has always 
been more identified with the liberal faction. 


As things stand today, events appear to be shaping up for a 
contest between Gov. Warren and Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, 
over the party nomination two years hence, with General Dwight 
Eisenhower looming as a possible dark horse candidate. Taft be- 
longs to the consérvative school, while Eisenhower’s views are not 
sufficiently known to permit him to be definitely catalogued either 


way. 

Both Warren and Taft have a common hurdle 
Some Hurdle to cross before their eligibility for the nomina- 
tion is certified, in that they are both candidates for re-election 
this year and must win to stay in the running. If either should 
be defeated, he would be automatically eliminated for consideration 
as a presidential contender. 


But assunfing that they both will be re-elected, as most ob- 
servers do at the present time, the Pennsylvania and Oregon results 
tend ta make it more certain that a hard-fought battle will be waged 
between conservative and liberal forces for control of the GOP 
convention in 1952. Taft and Warren seem headed for the role of 
leaders of the two conflicting groups. 


As for Gov. Warren, his position has been simplified somewhat 
by two developments working to his advantage. First, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, of New York, is eliminated as a further can- 
didate for the nomination by virtue of his defeat by President 
Truman in the last election. Dewey, in fact, has renounced any 
further claims to the nomination. And, second, Presidet Harold 
E. Stassen, of the University of Pennsylvania, has apparently killed 
any chances he might have had by backing the wrong horse in the 
Pennsylvania primaries. 


Dewey and Stassen were on the liberal side of the fence, as 
contrasted with the Old Guard label worn by Taft. Warren should 
easily fall heir to the progressive support which heretofore has 
gone to these two. 

Particularly would this be true if the Californian, in addition to 
winning re-election this year, should make an active campaign and 
go to the next national convention with a substantial block of West- 
ern delegates supporting his candidacy. In that case large hunks of 
the old Dewey support might easily go to him. Warren, of course, 
cast his fortunes with Dewey at the 1948 convention, after some 
urging, and wound up by accepting second place on the ticket with 


him, 

. No appraisal can yet be made of Gen. 
Still Dark Horse Eisenhower’s part in the picture for the 
reason that his candidacy is still in dark-horse stage. He may or 
may not emerge as a serious contender. One thing that tends to 
work against him ever becoming more than a dark-horse possi- 
bility is the fact that he has no political organization working in 
his behalf. But that was also true of Wendell Willkie when he 
walked off with the GOP prize at the 1940 convention. 

Provided he:comes through in the elections this Fall, Sen. Taft 
promises to be the man to be beaten for the nomiriation two years 
from now. A candidate three times before, the Senator is deter- 
mined not to be denied the next time. 

The steam went out of the Stassen boom when Governor James 
H. Duff gave a severe trouncing to the old Grundy machine in 
Pennsylvania. That should mean that Stassen will have no sup- 
port from the Keystone State if he makes another bid for the 
presidential nomination in 1952. 

By the same token, the great liberal victories in Oregon and 
Pennsylvania combine to give new steam to a liberal candidate. 
Gov. Warren fits that bill better today than any other Republican 
on the horizon.

Modern Tools 


Mean Easier F arming 


The new modern farm machinery is making 
it awfully easy for the farmer to handle his 
crops. Whether for use in the fields or in the 
woods, there are implements that take most of 

the drudgery out of the farm tasks. ; 

The seed gatherers are among the most revolutionary. In the 
wake of the binder and “thrash,” in vogue a few short years ago, 
there followed the handy little combine, drawn and powered. by 
tractor, followed in turn by the tractor-drawn combine carrying 
its own power unit, followed again by a special pick-up attachment 
making the combine capable of lifting grain or grass from wind- 
rows, and now the special combination of mower-windrower which 
cuts the ripe grain or grass, rolls it gently but accurately into a 
windrow and leaves it there to dry and to be picked up later by 
the pickup-attachment outfitted combine. 


This last combination is said to save 30 percent 
Seed Saver of the ripe grain which otherwise would be lost 
because of the shattering of the ripe seed. By mowing and wind- 
rowing the seed stalks a few days before they are completely ripe 
there is less shattering. Fred B. Wilson, of Duluth, and Lawson 
Patten, of Lakeland, are using these latest implements.

They See Atlanta 
With New Kyes

Atlanta is a city of moods, of suddel 
brooding, lonely and deserted antiquity, quick flashes of 
with and humor, bursts of progress and unexpected 


beauty. 

If you do not see it that way, look at it again next week. Take 
a long, slow look at your city and see it with new eyes. 

In what is said to be the first two-man student show in the his- 
tory of Atlanta, a pair of gifted young advanced artists from 
High Museum will exhibit a collection of their oil paintings next 
week at The Gallery. 

Edward Walker Ross, late of Prosperity, N. C., a second-year 
student at High Museum sings as a vocalist with Walter Cun- 
ningham’s bank by night, studies by day and paints whenever 
he gets a chance, at noontime, twilight or dawn. 

John M. Brooks, a third-year student who came to Atlanta from 
Hendersonville, N. C., works at the storage garage at the Biltmore 
Hotel at night, studies during the day, and he too paints whenever 
he has a moment to spare. He won a third prize in the Fourth An- 
nual Southeastern Annual Art Exhibit, with his oils competing 
— top-flight professionals, and an honorable mention for water 
colors. 

Both men scent years in the service, and both have cast about 
since then for work they found satisfying. In Brooks’ case, it took 
about 10 jobs for him to discover that his craving led him to 
the paint pot and the pallette. 

“Now,” he says,’ with satisfaction. “I know this is it.” 

Lacking any luxury money, both young men have turned 
to the city of Atlanta as their favorite model. She is singularly 
evocative and she charges no fee. 

As in so many other impressions, it is all in the eye of the 
beholder. 

Had you seen the old house near the. Fox heater with a lovely 
old stained glass window jutting from its tired and gaunt gray 
sides? You may have ‘thought it was only an antique shop, as in- 
deed it is, but to Ross it is “An Old Acquaintance.” 

You have seen the pigeons at the Varsity, sputtering around 
when you dropped in for a sandwich and a malted late at night? 
Brooks has painted them, a starkly patterned group of birds grace- 
ful as all nature, with self-sufficiency and smugness in their 
every line. 

You know the ramshackle green garages on 14th Street, and 
you may have wondered about the cars, big or little, and the mo- 
tion and urgency they have indicated throughout the years, but 
you may not have seen the row as Ross has seen it. It is one of 
his masterpieces. 

Hundreds of young artists, they say, have painted the facade 
of the apartment on 15th and Peachtree, as it faces High Museum, 
buf Ross has done it again, and superbly, juxtaposing the two 
wings of the building, subtly playing the tone and texture of the 
concrete and brick against each other, and making a mood picture 
of each window. 

Those sad-eyed little children, the tragic ones who roam the 
streets with an air of disconsolance, hinting at desertion and 
homelessness, have been caught by the brush of Brooks in a search- 
ing and sympathetic portrayal of all the nameless youngsters of 
all cities. He has named the work “Outcasts.” 

There are many others. The Gallery will be bright with them 
full of tenderness and pity and a new perspective on an old famil- 
jar scene. The show will be worth seeing.

Homemade ‘Burger Buns 


Dress Up Any Picnic Meal

| The first sign of warm weather sends flocks of picnickers 
out to the woods, the parks, the highways—or just into the 
|back yard for supper outdoors. The al fresco season is on. 


Every year, picnickers try to 
think up something different to 
fil] the bill of fare, but inva- 
riably they end up with ham- 
burgers. And why not? They 
always make a hit. If you want 
to make a smash hit when you 
plan outdoor meals, don’t dis- 
card the old favorite, hambur- 
ger. Instead, dress it up with 
homemade hamburger buns. 
They’re fun to make and, oh, s0 
good. Here’s the recipe: 

HAMBURGER BUNS 


¢ cup milk 
cup sugar 
teaspoons salt 
tablespoons snortening 
cup lukewarm water 
: dry yeast or 2 eakes 


yeast 
cups sifted all-purpose flour 


Scald milk, add sugar, salt and 
shortening and stir until dis- 
solved. Cool to lukewarm. Put 
lukewarm water into a large 
bowl and sprinkle or crumble 
in yeast. Let stand until dis- 
solved, about 5 to 10 minutes; 
stir. Add lukewarm milk mix- 
ture. Stir in 2% cups of the 
flour and beat until smooth. 
Add remaining 2% cups flour 
and mix. thoroughly. Turn 
dough out on lightly floured 
board and knead until dough 
is tightly stretched and shiny, 
feels springy and elastic and 
does not stick to the board. 
Place in greased bowl and 
brush top lightly with melted 
shortening. Cover with towel, 
let rise in a warm place, free 
from draft, until double in 
bulk, about 50 minutes. When 
doubled in bulk, punch down 
anc turn. out on to lightly 
floured board, divide in two 
parts and roll each part into a 
circle about 4% inch thick. Cut 
into rounds with a 24-inch 
cookie cutter. Brush lightly 
with margarine or butter. Place 
on greased baking sheet about 
one inch apart, cover with a 
towel and let rise in a warm 


place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 30 min- 
utes. Bake in a hot oven of 
425 degrees, about 20 minutes. 


Beef Stroganoff 


Is a Famous Dish 


You can put a bit of romance 
into your next dinner by serv- 
ing that famous dish, Beef Stro- 
ganoff. It’s grand for family 
meals and makes quite an im- 
pression on guests, too! To pre- 
pare, coat three-quarter inch 
cubes of beef with flour. A good, 
fast way to do this is to place 
the meat and flour in a paper 
bag and shake until the meat is 
thoroughly coated. In a skillet 
brown the meat cubes in fat 
with a minced garlic clove. 
When the meat is well browned, 
add salt and pepper and some 
canned stewed tomatoes. Cover 
and simmer about one hour or 
until the beef cubes are tender. 
Stir occasionally during cook- 
ing. If the mixture becomes too 
dry add more tomato. Now 
blend a little flour with sour 
cream, stirring until smooth. 
Add this to the mea‘ and con- 
tinue cooking only until the 
cream is hot and the mixture is 
thickened. Serve over hot 
noodles.

Soup Is Excellent | Spicy, Peanut Gingerbread 


This flavorful soup is ideal for 
a Saturday night supper. It 
takes only about 15 minutes to 
prepare yet is hearty enough to 
fill up the family.

Fulton Buying Power 
Soars to $691,447,000 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT 
‘The buying income of residents of Fulton County, includ- 
ing Atlanta, has increased from $231,500,000 in prewar days 
to $691,447,000 in 1949 and the buying power per family in| 
Fulton ‘County has increased during the same period from 
$2,855 to $4,707, Sales Management Magazine, a standard 
reference in American business, reported yesterday. 


The magazine «also estimated 
that retail sales in Fulton County 
last year reached a volume of 
$653,346,000. The figure represents 
an increase of nearly 13 percent 
over the $574,600,000 volume of 
retail sales which the Bureau of 
the Census last Monday estimated 
for Fulton County in 1948. 

The Census Bureau said that 
the 1948 figure was a 210 percent 
increase over the $185,000.000 
volume of retail sales in Fulton 
County in 1939. In addition, Sales 
Management says that the 1949 
volume ranked Fulton County as 
twenty-fifth in the list of the lead- 
ing counties of the United States. 

es Management also reports 
that the net effective buying in- 


come in Atlanta for 1949 was 3 times consecutively, Daily (beth 


$525,587,000, a figure which in this 
respect places Atlanta as thirty- 
third on the list of the 200 lead- 


ing cities of the United States. In) 


this category, only four Southern 
cities — Houston, New Orleans, 
Dallas and Louisville—came ahead 
of Atlanta. 

Total retail sales in Atlanta in 
1949, Sales Management continues, 
was $573,639,000, a figure which 
places Atlanta as twenty-sixth 
among 200 leading cities of the 
nation. In volume of retail sales 
for 1949, only three Southern 
cities—Houston, Dallas and New 
Orleans—exceeded Atlanta. 

In an analysis of Sales Man- 
agement’s report, the Atlanta Re-— 
gional Office of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce said that the 
1949 figures ranked Fulton County 
eleventh in the list of 200 leading 
counties of the United States in 
sales of general merchandise. In 
this eategory, sales in Fulton 
County in 1949 amounted ot $186,- 
622,000. In this respect, the analy- 
gis said that only the counties in 
which are located New York City, 
Chitago, Philadelphia, Los An- 
geles, Detroit, Pittsburgh, Boston. 
Cleveland, Baltirnore and St. Louis 
ranked ahead of Fulton County. 

In other categories, the analysis 
shows that Fulton County in 1949 
stood twenty-first among the na- 
tion’s 200 leading counties in sales 
of furniture, household goods and 
radios, with a total volume of $39,- 
622,000; twenty-sixth in drug store 
sales, with a volume of $19,903,000; 
and forty-third in food store sales, 
with a volume of $105,683,000. 

In Georgia, Sales Management 
estimates that retail stores $2,050,- 
064,000 worth of goods in 1949, 
thus placing the State third in 
such sales in the Southeast. The 
total included $441,928,000 in food 
gales: $332,992,000 in general mer- 
chandise: $62,063,000 in drug sales, 
and $116,345,000 in sales of furni- 
ture, household goods and radios. 
By this analysis, Georgia stood 
first in sales of general merchan- 
dise in the Southeast, second in 
food sales, second in drug sales 
and third in sales of furniture, 
household goods and radios.
